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Funding for new 
Senior Center 
could come in fall

WILMINGTON At 
their Jan. 10 meeting, the 
Wilmington Select Board 
voted to approve the rec- 
ommendation of the site 
adjacent to St. Dorothy’s 
Church as the location of 
the new senior center. 

The Senior Center Buil- 
ding Committee ultimately 
voted to recommend the St. 
Dorothy’s location back in 
November, following a site 
walk through held by a 
group of seniors. The Com- 
mittee’s vote was by a mar- 
gin of 5 to 2. 

The Select Board then ap- 
proved the Committee’s 
recommendation by a mar- 
gin of 4 votes to 1, with 
board member Kevin Caira 
casting the lone opposing 
vote. Caira stated his rea- 
son for voting against the 
recommendation came due 
to an issue with the pro- 
posed location; he support- 
ed the new senior center 
being built, but at a differ- 
ent location. 

Discussion of a potential 
new senior center first 
stemmed from talk at an 
August 2019 Elderly Ser- 
vices Commission Meet- 
ing, where Audrey Reed 
read a speech making a 
case for a new building. 

Reed highlighted the ma- 
jor reasons why a new sen- 
ior center was necessary, as 
well as called on her peers 
to join her in taking action. 

Among the major rea- 
sons she listed was the 


lack of physical space 
within the current Buzzell 
Senior Center space. Cur- 
rently, the building lacks 
the proper space to host all 
events and classes, in ad- 
dition to lacking proper 
office space for its staff, 
and adequate parking. 

Since the initial meeting, 
Reed, alongside many oth- 
ers from the Buzzell Senior 
Center community, have 
been persistent in advocat- 
ing for the new space’s pri- 
oritization within the 
town’s Facilities Master 
Plan. This plan includes 
revamping or replacing 
many town buildings, in- 
cluding the Wildwood and 
Boutwell schools, Town 
Hall, and the. Buzzell Sen- 
ior Center. 

Prior action regarding 
the Senior Center project 
was highlighted by its ap- 
proval at the 2020 annual 
Town Meeting for funding 
to complete feasibility stu- 
dies and schematic de- 
signs. 

At this stage in the pro- 
cess, the architect will 
conduct an in-depth evalu- 
ation of the endorsed site 
with respect to the pres- 
ence of ledge, groundwa- 
ter table, wetlands and 
other factors that would 
influence the building’s 
location on the site. Ad- 
ditionally, the architect 
will continue developing 
the design of each build- 
ing with respect to interior 
rooms, HVAC, plumbing,

TEWKSBURY — It was 
approximately 10:45 p.m. 
on Feb. 9, 1972 when a 
gas delivery truck back- 
ed up at the Lowell Gas 
Company on Chapman 
Road and accidentally 


hit a pipe. What ensued 
was a fire and subse- 
quent explosion of the 
tanker truck that, ac- 
cording to accounts of 
the time, pilots heading 
to Logan Airport could 
see aS a massive blast 
from the air. 

Tewksbury Fire Depart- 
ment records indicate 


that three people died as 
a result, 21 were injured, 
and approximately 700 
people..were evacuated 
from surrounding homes. 
Tewksbury Call Firefight- 
er William John McAllis- 
ter died later that night 
as did the driver of the 
propane truck, Arthur 
Sutcliffe of Lowell. 


Billerica Fire Captain 
Donald Schultz died 
from complications from 
his injuries. 11 months 
after the explosion, an- 
other Tewksbury fire- 
fighter, Captain Freder- 
ick Millett, passed away;

Employers filing employment tax returns and 
claiming an employer tax credit should read 
the instructions for Form 941 and carefully complete the 
form to avoid mistakes. Here are some important things 
employers should remember when preparing tax 
returns or claiming credits. 

Ensure line 1 on Form 94X returns is accurate. Refer 
to the line 1 instructions for details on entering the 
Report advanced credits 
received, not the requested payment of credits. If an 
employer hasn’t received the advance payment of credit 
they requested, the employer should not report it on 


Use Form 7200 to request the advance payment of a 
credit only, not for reporting the credit. Employers use 
this form to request the advance payment of employer 
credit. It is not used to claim the credit. An employer 
must claim the credit on the applicable employment tax 
return, typically Form 941. 

If an employer has received the advance payment 
requested, they must reconcile it on Form 941 by 
reporting the advance payments received and claiming 
the credits for which they’re eligible. 

If an employer receives an advance payment of a 
credit but doesn’t claim a corresponding credit on their 
employment tax return, they may receive a balance due 


If an employer filed an employment tax return and did 
not report a credit they were otherwise entitled to, they 
will need to file an amended return using Form 941-X to 
claim those eligible credits.

“Zena has an excited but 
calm temperament, loves 
meeting new friends, and 
has recently learned 
about her love of snow and 
chasing leaves in the 
wind. Zena was individu- 
ally selected out of hun- 
dreds of dog breeds due to 
the good nature and learn- 
ing ability of Berne- 
doodles. She is hypoaller- 


genic and does not shed — . 


making her a perfect pup 
to aid people’s wellbeing 
without leaving her hair 
behind as evidence. Zena’s 
mother is a _ Bernese 
Mountain Dog and her 
father is a Poodle, and was 
one of 11 litter mates.” 

When asked about what 
made the police depart- 
ment decide to get a ther- 
apy dog, Chief Desmond 
explained: 

“About a year ago, we 
received a donation from 
the International Family 


Church. They had no stip- 


ulations, .and told us to 
use the money how we 
saw fit and they didn’t 
want credit. And when we 
were thinking about how 
to use the money, we were 
mindful about the fact 
that this was a donation 
from a community-based 
church. We talked to the

how their experience has 
been, and decided to give 
it a try. Sam Reid has also 
done a lot of research on 
the matter.” 

The adoption process of 
a therapy dog is different 
than adopting a family 
dog, as the chief elabo- 
rated: 

“We researched breeds, 
and found that some are 
better than others. Sa- 
mantha selected Zena out 
of 100s of breeds. Zena is 
hypoallergenic, she 
doesn’t shed which is good 
for kids with allergies. But 
for us, the big thing is 
temperament. Zena is 
good natured and smart, 
her learning ability is 
very high, and she won’t 
get super big but may 
grow to 50-60 pounds.” 

Of course, therapy dogs 
require lots of training, as 
said by Chief Desmond. 

“She’s a puppy, so we 
are working on socializa- 
tion and getting used to 
people. Six months is 
when the real training 
begins, and she starts 
actually getting out into 
town. Her training is suit- 
ed for her job, she’s going 
to be around children and 
people, so she needs to 
learn  approachability. 
Her training is not as 


extensive as a police dog, 
but it will be involved.” 

According to the press 
statement, Zena has be- 
gun to learn skills and 
commands that will serve 
her well on the force. 

“Zena has quickly learn- 
ed the basics already — 
‘sit’ ‘lay; ‘touch’ (aka 
‘come’), and is currently 
working on ‘stay’ Zena 
has already provided lots 
of smiles and joy to her 
co-workers at the station 
and is looking forward to 
making more.” 

Chief Desmond expects 
Zena to acquit herself 
quite nicely within the 
community. 

“We hope this initiative, 
from what we un- 
derstand, will be a great 
asset to the community, 
and a great way to give 
back to the community. 
So to the schools, veter- 
ans, elderly, please come 
up and say hello.” 

In a final quote from 
the press statement, it is 
explained that Samantha 
Reif will be working 
closely with Zena and 
thanks are given to the 
International . Family 
Church for the donation 
that allowed this adop- 
tion to take place.

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Wade into the 


word world of Wordle 


By HEATHER BURNS 
News Correspondent 


ecently, while perus- 

ing through my social 

media feeds, I noticed 

multiple posts of a yel- 

low, green, and black 
block-grid accompanied by mini- 
mal text of the word “Wordle” and 
several numbers. 

My initial reaction was “What the 
heck is this about?” but didn’t give 
it much thought until I started to 
see not only people I knew on social 
media, but also famous celebrities 
like Jimmy Fallon (host of The 
Tonight Show) tweeting the same 
type of thing on Twitter. 

My next thought was that there 
has to be something to this block 
grid Wordle mystery, and perhaps 
I am missing out on some secret 
code or alliance that might help 
further me to greater things! 

Just like the proverbial cat, cu- 
riosity and my imagination got the 
best of me and I decided to inves- 
tigate this new Wordle phenome- 
non. 

With a little online research, I dis- 
covered that Wordle is an online 
word game that requires skills simi- 
lar to those used in breaking a code. 

Created by Brooklyn-based soft- 
ware engineer Josh Wardle, this 
free online word game/puzzle was 
just recently launched in October 
of 2021. 

Within the first few weeks of the 
game’s launch, Wordle had ac- 
quired dozens of daily players, but 


within the last two months popu- 
larity for this game has exploded 
to millions of daily players from all 
over the world. 

Unlike other popular online and 
video games with complex gra- 
phics and a never ending stream 
of levels of play, Wordle is a sim- 
plistic word game played on a 
block-style graph that only re- 
leases one puzzle to play per day. 

The player is also only allotted 
six attempts to decode the puzzle 
in total for that particular day. 

The object is to guess the five 
letter word of the day by filling 
out your guesses in the provided 
grid. 

Once you submit your first 
attempt at: guessing the five letter 
word, each letter of your guess 
word will appear in a tile of green, 
yellow, or gray. 

Green tile means the letter is 
correct and in the right place for 
the answer. 

Yellow tile indicates the letter ap- 
pears in the word, but is in the 
wrong place. 

Gray means that letter is wrong, 
and does not appear in the answer 
word. 

You will then have five more 
tries to decipher the answer. Re- 
gardless of whether or not you 
solve the puzzle, Wordle can only 
be played once a day. 

As frustrating as this may be for 
some players, the limit of play to 
this game is what sets it apart 
from other online games and may 
be the major driving force of the 


game’s newly found popularity. 

Most other online games en- 
courage you to become addicted to 
the limitless pursuit of winning or 
moving on to the next level. 

Wordle only requires a minimal 
time commitment from players, 
and always leaves you longing for 
more. The anticipation of the new- 
day, new-game structure seems to 
add to the fun of playing this game. 

Social media has also added to 
the hype of playing this game, as 
Wordle allows you to easily share 
your game results on platforms 
like Facebook and Twitter. This 
can cause a friendly air of compe- 
tition as to who solved today’s puz- 
zle in the least amount of tries. 
Other players can also learn what 
paths posted players took to 
achieve suecess or failure while 
playing the puzzle of the day. 

For those who think they would 
love the challenge of Wordle, but 
do not have the patience to wait 24 
hours between plays, a new web- 
site may be just the cure for any 
Wordle gaming obsessions. 

Duke University grad-student 
Devang Thakkar has recently cre- 
ated a website archiving previous 
Wordle puzzles, allowing players to 
play previously released Wordle 
puzzles they may have missed. To 
date, there are over 220 past puz- 
zles, enough for practice play for 
even the most obsessive of players. 

Despite the huge, unexpected 
popularity of this game, Wordle 
creator Josh Wardle has said he 
plans to keep the game free for all 
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A No need to download an app to play Wordle, simply visit the web- 
site for free on your cellphone, laptop, or desktop. After game play is 
over, the website easily allows you to post your score on social media 


for some much earned bragging rights. 


to play. 

During this uncertain and stress- 
ful time, Wordle seems to be tick- 
ing the box (grid) for many of the 
things we are in need of during the 
ongoing pandemic. 

This simple game provides us 
with much needed exercise of the 
mind and something new to look 
forward to each day. It is also a 
way to safely connect with others 
in a fun and friendly, competitive 
way.

seum has been a hidden gem 
on the Emerald Necklace for 
over 100 years. 

Opened in 1903, the muse- 
um, located in the Back Bay 
Fens, is named for its foun- 
der and benefactor, Isabella 
Stewart Gardner, a Boston 
art collector and philanthro- 
pist born in 1840. An eccen- 
tric socialite, Gardner was 
considered provocative and 
ahead of her time, traveling 
the world on dozens of trips 
and building a collection of 
fine arts, ceramics, and tap- 
estries. 

To house her collection, 
Gardner bought land in the 
Fens and commissioned a 
building meant to resemble 
Italian Renaissance palaces. 
Following her death in 1924, 
Gardner’s will endowed the 
museum with $1 million and 
a mission to bring art to the 
public. 

The Gardner’s impressive 
collection has long drawn 
not only art lovers but true 
crime sleuths. Readers of a 
certain age may recall open- 
ing the Boston Globe or Her- 
ald in 1990 to learn that on 
the night of St. Patrick’s Day, 
two thieves dressed as police 


officers entered the muse- 
um, subdued the museum 
guards, and made out with 
13 pieces of art now valued 
at $500 million, making it the 
largest art theft in history. 

Several works of historical 
and cultural significance 
were taken, including Rem- 
brandt’s only known sea- 
scape, “The Storm on the 
Sea of Galilee,” and pieces 
by Vermeer, Manet, and De- 
gas. The museum is still of- 
fering a $10 million reward 
for information leading to 
the recovery of the art. 


Many compelling theories, 


have been floated over the 
identity of the guards or the 
motivation for the heist: cri- 
minologists and amateurs 
alike have suspected that the 
pieces may have been stolen 
by the Irish mob or Whitey 
Bulger’s Winter Hill Gang to 


fund weapons for the Irish © 


Republican Army during the 
Troubles in Northern Ire- 
land, or could have been 
swiped by the Italian Mafia 


to be used as bargaining 
chips for prison deals. Still, 
investigators have never re- 
covered a trace of the paint- 
ings. 

The heist’s 30-year anni- 
versary in 2020 inspired nu- 
merous recent investigative 
works, including Netflix’s 
four-part docuseries “This Is 
A Robbery” and the podcast 
“Last Seen,” a collaboration 
between the Boston Globe 
and WBUR. The Globe’s 
Stephen Kurkjian, the prin- 
cipal reporter on the case 
and founding member of the 
paper’s Spotlight Team, also 
wrote “Master Thieves,” 
which remains a definitive 
tome on the subject. 

Visitors to the museum will 
find eerily empty frames 
hanging on the wall in sever- 
al galleries, as if waiting for 
the works to return to their 
rightful home. 

The museum is a trans- 
portive experience for all vi- 
sitors: three floors of galler- 
ies surround an open court- 


world’s great masters, in- 
cluding Titian, Sargent, and 
Matisse. Rooms celebrate 
the works of Dutch, Italian, 
and English artists, along 
with tapestries, woodwork, 
and centuries-old pottery. 
Keep an eye out for Isabella 
herself: her portrait by An- 
ders Zorn can be found in the 
second floor Short Gallery, 
watching over her collection. 

Nature provides its own art 
in the Gardner’s indoor 
courtyard, home to nine sea- 
sonal horticultural displays 
throughout the year. The 
‘museum grows its plants at a 
greenhouse in Hingham, 
then rotates them into the 
indoor garden. Whether chry- 
santhemums, hydrangeas, or 
orchids are blooming, the 
Gardner is the perfect place 
to escape the cold and con- 
nect with the natural world. 

The museum offers not on- 
ly visual delights but au- 
ditory splendor as well. The 
Sunday afternoon concert 
series dates back to 1927 and 
is the longest running muse- 
um music program in Am- 
erica. World-renowned per- 
formers and talented new 
artists appear weekly, play-

When Wilmington had 
‘skating fever’

The weather man must 
have been reading the 
Town Crier on Jan. 15, 1959. 

“Poised for its first ven- 
ture into speed skating’s 
major leagues," read the 
front-page article, "Wil- 
mington only needs a nod 
from the weather man to 
ensure this weekend will 
be one of the most mem- 
orable in the history of 
the town.” 

The weather and the ice 
were both perfect. Hun- 
dreds of skaters converg- 
ed on the town for the 
races at the old South 
School and on Silver Lake. 

It was the first of five 
championship speed ska- 
ting events held in Wil- 
mington. It was a Came- 
lot era for Wilmington, 
hosting hundreds of ska- 
ters and drawing some 
3,000 to 4,500 spectators. 
Many townspeople open- 
ed their homes to the vis- 
itors. 

The Wilmington Skating 
Club was able to promote 
itself as the “home of 
champions.” In addition 
to five North American 
champions and an Olym- 
pic medal winner, the 
club had a large member- 
ship, skaters and volun- 
teers. Youngsters grew up 
learning that they could 
become champions. Dues 
for the club were deliber- 
ately set low, to encour- 
age participation. Mem- 
bers paid $1 a year; ska- 
ters 50 cents. 

Wilmington at the time 
had what you might call 
“skating fever.” In the 
1940s, Carl and Hazel 
Backman had _ taught 
their children to skate on 
a small “cow pond” be- 
hind the old South School 
on Chestnut Street. They 
became known as the 
“Flying Backmans.” And 
the Backmans were the 
backbone of the Wilming- 
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Wilmington's skating 


ton Skating Club. 

The Skating Club be- 
came formally organized 
in 1949, and in the 1950s, 
it really took off. Every 
year, skaters would com- 
pete in the Silver Skates 
at Boston Garden. George 
Spanos, Wilmington’s ho- 
norary mayor, would char- 
ter a train to take ska- 
ters and fans to Boston 
for that event. One year, 
there were 1,200 people 
aboard. 

The championships were 
brought to town.after Jay 
Tighe became president 


_ of the Northeast Skating 


Association. They were 
run by the Wilmington 
Skating Club, with John 
Waugh as president. 

An army of volunteers 
was important in hosting 
the events. In addition to 
the obvious positions such 
as club officers, event 
coordinators, judges, rec- 
ord keepers, there were 
many others. Leo O’Con- 
nell tackled the matter of 
housing. Wilmington has 
no hotel or motels, so Leo 
called for locals to open 
their homes to the visi- 
tors. The response was 
great, but it all had to be 
coordinated. Several wo- 
men would put together a 
bean supper on Saturday 
night. 

Outdoor skating events 
needed good ice and vol- 
unteers were key to the 
effort, shoveling and 
plowing the rink and the 
lake, running a scraper 
over the surface, pump- 
ing fresh water. The work 
did not end with the 
spring thaw. The cow 
pond was expanded to 
the size of a regulation 
skating rink, and eventu- 
ally lighting was instal- 
led. 

The only one who failed 
to renew his support was 
the weather man. With a 
great weekend behind 
them, the Skating Club

looked ahead to two 
events in 1960. 

The Eastern Seaboard 
Championships on Jan. 
23-24, 1960 had nice wea- 
ther but poor ice condi- 
tions. Daytime tempera- 
tures were in the 30s, and 
by the end of each day, 
the ruts in the ice were 
quite deep. In spite of the 
conditions, the partici- 
pants agreed that the 
event was the best ever 
held. 

Christmas weekend 1960 
was more of the same, 
just too warm for good 
racing conditions. But it 
wasn’t enough to stop the 
events. 

The two events in 1962 
both encountered rain. On 
Friday night, Jan. 26, 
heavy rain washed out 
Saturday’s schedule of 48 
races. A small army of 
volunteers went to work 
on the ice surface at Sil- 
ver Lake on Saturday af- 
ternoon. That night, the 
temperature went down to 
15 degrees. The tempera- 
ture on Sunday held at 20 
degrees, and a modified 
race schedule was sal- 
vaged. 

Quite ironically, two 
weeks later, the White- 
field School PTA hosted 
Channel 4 weather man 
Don Kent, speaking on 


New England’s changing 
weather. 

Wilmington’s final at- 
tempt at hosting a cham- 
pionship came at the end 
of 1962. The races on 
Saturday were OK, but 
then it rained on Satur- 
day night. Then the ther- 
mometer took a plunge, 
and by noon Sunday, 
there were two inches of 
ice on the lake. But un- 
der that ice was an inch 
of water. Action was re- 
scheduled to Monday, 
with only the finals be- 
ing held. 

The years of thaw seem: 
to have put an end to Wil- 
mington’s efforts to hold 
championship races. In- 
door ice was taking over. 
In 1964, an ice arena open- 
ed in Billerica, and a few 
years later, a double rink 
was built off Andover 
Street in North Wilming- 
ton. 

The rink at he Skating 
Club was used for figure 
skating and hockey for 
several years. Today, the 
rink is overgrown with 
brush. The lighting sys- 
tem has a couple of poles 
left, but nothing else. 

The old South School 
was used by the Marine 
Corps League for a few 
years. Today it houses the 
Wilmington Food Pantry.

time bomb for local communities

MIDDLESEX - Once the financial can that everybody just 
loved to just kick down the road, it’s a massive liability that 
Woburn Mayor Scott Galvin several years ago described as 
the “800-pound gorilla in the room” that could no longer be 
ignored. : 

Just last month, the state’s Public Employee Retirement 
Administrator Commission (PERAC) released its: latest fi- 
nancial analysis regarding the state’s other post employ- 
ment benefit (OPEB) liabilities, which are now underfunded 
to the tune of an estimated $52.8 billion. 

Referencing the massive financial shortfalls accumu- 
lated by municipal and state retirement boards alike for 
health insurance coverage and other benefits promised to 
retired teachers and government workers, the PERAC re- 
port shows that more than 30 communities across Massa- 
chusetts have not yet set aside a single cent for the 
obligations. 

Meanwhile, as dozens of other communities simply failed 
to submit any data regarding the size of their unfunded lia- 
bilities, scores of other cities and towns have yet to set aside 
enough money to cover just one percent of the estimated fi- 
nancial burden. 

Just how big are the debts? 

In Woburn, where city officials have for years now been 
appropriating an annual contribution of at least $750,000 to 
tackle the debt, the municipality’s OPEB bill has grown to 
roughly $254.9 million. 

At the urging of the city’s mayor, Woburn’s City Council 
agreed to get serious about OPEB back in 2018, when the 
city’s legislative branch granted Galvin the statutory author- 
ity to unilaterally increase future retiree’s health plan pre- 
mium split from 10 to 25 percent. 

Galvin, who insisted the extreme action was necessary in 
order to reduce the size of a then estimated $218 million 
OPEB liability, warned that the city’s hard fought-for finan- 
cial stability was at stake. 

“Kicking the can down the road is not an option. OPEB 
is the 800 pound gorilla in the room. We don’t want to end up 
like Detroit or some other city like that,” warned the mayor, 


who at the outset of this year made Woburn history upon. 


being sworn into a record-setting seventh term in office. 

Since taking that unprecedented action in 2018 to restruc- 
ture future pensioners’ share of health insurance premiums, 
Woburn’s City Council has appropriated close to $4 million 
towards a special OPEB trust account. 

In fact, this week, Galvin is scheduled to approach the 
council to ask for $750,000 for the city’s OPEB account, which 
PERAC officials say now contains around $7.5 million thanks 
to healthy stock market investment returns over the past four 
years. 

Also taking its liabilities very seriously, town officials in 
neighboring Wilmington have been allocating at least $1 mil- 
lion towards the community’s estimated $104 million OPEB 
shortfall for several years now. Likewise, the community has 
also restructured premium costs for new retirees, an action

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that reportedly decreased the town’s liabilities by around $6.5 
million. 

As a result, Wilmington Town Manager Jeffrey Hull 
bragged last fall, the town has now managed to amass nearly 
10 percent of the total funding needed to cover the health ben- 
efits owed to retirees. 

“As you recall, OPEB deals with the unfunded health in- 
surance. As of June 30, 2021, that liability was estimated at 
$104 million,” he appraised the Select Board during a meeting 
in Town Hall. “One point working in our favor is our contin- 
ued discipline in putting money into our OPEB trust fund. 
That further reduces this obligation by almost $10 million.” 

Based upon December’s PERAC findings, a number of 
other communities within the Middlesex East coverage area 
have also tackled their OPEB obligations in recent years in 
order to maximize investment earnings and thereby reduce 
future budgetary exposure to the financial time bombs. 

Tewksbury, which has an estimated $81.75 million OPEB 
liability, has now set aside nearly 5.8 percent of the funding 
needed to cover those costs, while in Burlington, town offi- 
cials have amassed $7.5 million towards their approximate 
$106 million burden. 

Reading, which owes an estimated $73 million for future 
OPEB costs, has now built up a $6 million trust fund that’s 
equivalent to 8.3 percent of the town’s total liability. 

Winchester’s OPEB trust fund also contains roughly: 3.4 
percent of the money needed to cover its approximate $112.7 
million share of pensioners’ benefit plans. 

Lagging far behind its neighbors, the Town of Stoneham 
is listed by PERAC as having nothing set aside to address its 
$156.5 million OPEB shortfall. Though the PERAC data may 
be inaccurate, as Town Meeting voters have indeed sporadi- 
cally appropriated small $50,000 allotments for transfer into 
an OPEB trust fund, Stoneham Town Administrator Dennis

Sheehan has recently conceded that more needs to be done. 

Specifically, last month, as Stoneham’s financial man- 
agers prepared to borrow money for a new $190 million high 
school, Sheehan reported that ratings agency S&P Global de- 
scribed the community’s OPEB liability as standing in the 
way of a ratings upgrade. 

Presently, Stoneham has a AA-plus rating from S&P 
Global, which is the second highest financial classification 
awarded by the agency to its municipal clients. As Sheehan 
argued, if the town wants to make the jump to the coveted 
Triple A standard, the community will have to begin address- 
ing its long-term debts. 

“The reason we're a little short is because of our need to 
increase our fund balances compared to neighboring com- 
munities and the OPEB liability. [We should find] more sta- 
ble ways to begin funding our OPEB, but that will be a 
discussion for a future time,” said Sheehan during a Select 
Board meeting in December.

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Retiree obligations 

Not to be confused with the community's unfunded pen- 
sion obligations, OPEB deals strictly with state and local re- 
tirement systems' inability to cover financial obligations for 
retiree benefits, including the provision of promised medical, 
dental, disability, and life insurance coverage. 

Back in 2001, the Government Accountability Standards 
Board (GASB) directed all cities and towns to begin the 
process of calculating the size of their OPEB funding gaps, 
as virtually no community had any reasonable grasp on 
those figures. 

As the result of subsequent GASB statements, initial esti- 
mates of each community's OPEB debts, for both active and 
retired workers, were released in 2014. However, with workers 
continually flowing in and out of the system - and returns on 
investment income resulting in further changes to liability 
balances - the size of the debt is in constant flux. 

According to last month’s PERAC report, both state and 
municipal entities owe roughly $56.1 billon towards OPEB li- 
abilities. Ignoring the obligations of city and town retirement 
boards, the Commonwealth of Massachusetts’ OPEB obliga- 
tion comprises approximately $22.1 billion. To date, the state 
has set aside roughly $1.4 billion to cover those commitments 
to retirees. 

So far, cities and towns are under no obligation to begin 
making payments towards their OPEB liabilities. 

By contrast, all municipalities in the state are required to 


cover by 2040 another massive retirement system liability in 


the form of outstanding pension system debts. 

Those deficits are related to funding needed to cover the 
day-to-day living allowances given to municipal and state re- 
tirees. 

Generally, a fully-vested worker is eligible for annual pen- 
sion payments equivalent to 80 percent of the average of their 
five highest consecutive years of annual compensation, 
though employees hired before the state's 2012 Pension Re- 
form Act calculate their retirement income off of a three- 
year average. 

Leaders in many cities and towns across the state say that 
their OPEB liabilities can be easily addressed once their un- 
funded pension system obligations are met. 

Specifically, since communities are already setting aside 
millions of dollars each year to meet those shortfalls, propo- 
nents of a delayed OPEB funding approach suggest that 


_ funding can be redirected towards health insurance costs for 
_ pensioners. 


Each community within the Middlesex East coverage 


. area has chosen varying funding schedules for their un- 


funded pension system obligations. A sampling of those time- 
lines are as follows: . 

¢ Woburn, which plans to pay off that $98 million liability 
by 2035, is allocating $11 million towards its unfunded pension 
costs this year. That contribution will climb to $15 million by 
FY’35; 

¢ Stoneham, which plans to pay off its $26 million pension 
system liability by 2027, is allocating $7 million towards the 
obligation in FY’22. That contribution will climb to $8.2 mil- 
lion by FY’27; 

¢ In Reading, the town’s retirement board is requiring the 
community to cover its $52 million in outstanding pension sys- 
tem obligations by 2031. The FY’22 budget contains an $8 
million line-item for retirement system, while the pension 
system cost will climb to $14.4 million by FY’31. 

¢ Winchester, which plans to pay off its $76 million un- 


_ funded pension system liability by 2029, is paying $5.8 million 


for the shortfall this year. That annual contribution will 


_ climb to $8.14 million by F'Y’29.

WAKEFIELD - For the 
second time in as many

_ Son (1-5 in the Middlesex 
League). 

“We were dead even at 
the half, and then they 
outplayed us in the third 
quarter and. we never 
caught up. That was the 
difference in the game 
right there,” Wilmington 
coach Dennis Ingram 
said. 

The third quarter did 
indeed prove to be the dif- 
ference in the game, as 
the Warriors outscored 
the Wildcats 18-6 in the 
frame, turning what had 
been a nail biter into a 
blowout heading into the 
fourth quarter..

The first 
group included 22 players 
ranging from 1937 to 1976 


with 14 of them in the: 


WHS Athletic Hall of 
Fame. The 'Modern Day' 
team, featured below, 
ranges from 1977 to the 
present of the top 28 play- 
ers over the last 45 years. 
This list includes 12 Hall 
of Famers and you can 
bet a few more will be 
added to that once they 
are eligible. Of the 50 total 
players we selected, 26 are 
currently in the Hall of 
Fame, which is incredible 
talent. Both of the coach- 
es we chose are also in the 
HOF making it 28 total. 

Once again these teams 
are extremely difficult to 
select, and we go on the 
information that we have 
and certainly there's a lot 
of outstanding players 
who were left off. The 
selections are based on 
overall talent and impact 
that each player had 
throughout their careers, 
as well as accolades and 
statistics, since it's impos- 
sible to compare players 
from different genera- 
tions. 

I know I've said this with 
many of the previous 
teams we have out togeth- 
er, but this 28-player team 
is absolutely loaded with 
talented, on paper maybe 
better than the 1927 
Yankees? And that doesn't 
include the incredible 22- 
person team from the ear- 
lier days. 

Some of the profiles are 
not in alphabetical order 
for layout purposes. 


ERIC BANDA, 2000 


.Certainly one of the 
most feared hitters this 
program has ever had. He 
seemed to knock the ball 
400-feet every time he 
made contact. He mostly 
played catcher, but also 
saw time at first base, out- 
field and DH. Banda led 
the Cape Ann League in 
batting as a junior with a 
.566 clip, including 35 hits, 
five home runs and 24 
RBI. As a senior, he fin- 
ished with a .475 average 
with nine home runs and 
26 RBI. He finished his 
career batting .505 with 17 
home runs and 74 RBI. 


Banda was named to the 
Lowell Sun and Cape Ann 


League All-Conference 
teams two times each, 
was named a_ Boston 
Herald All-Scholastic, was 
named to the Agganis All- 
Star Classic, where he 
went 2-for-3 with a home 
run and four RBI. Also, as 
a sophomore he was a key 
contributor on the team's 
run to the Eastern Mass 
Championship game. 

“In my 20-plus years of 
coaching, I have never 
seen anyone hit the ball as 
Eric,” said the late Dick 
Scanlon.” 

Banda, a_ three-sport 
athlete, who went on to 
play football at 
Merrimack College, is one 
of many on this list to be 
in the WHS Athletic Hall 
of Fame. 


MIKE ALONARDO, 1993 


Alonardo was an out- 
standing middle infield- 
er/pitcher for the 
Wildcats, who had a ter- 
rific bat, a-cannon of an 
arm and although he 


pitched . sparingly, he 
delivered several  out- 
standing performances. 
He was a big part in the 
team's MVC co-champi- 
onship league title in 1993, 


as well as part of two 


teams that made deep 
state tournament runs. 

He went on to have a 
sensational career at 
UMass-Lowell. In 1998, he 
pitched 13 innings over 
two days as the River 
Hawks competed in the 
NCAA Division 2 College 
World Series. He was the 
winning pitcher against 
Queens College going six 
strong innings to improve 
to 7-0 on the season. He 
currently ranks tied for 
ninth all-time in career 
wins at UML with 18, and 
he is tenth all-time in 
strikeouts with 172. 

After his UML days, he 
then went on to pitch for 
the Greenville Mississippi 
Bluesmen of the A 
Independent League 
based out of the Texas- 
Louisiana League. Among 
his highlights that season 
included a four-hit com- 
plete game shut out over 
the Abaline Prairie Dogs. 


JASON BERE, 1989 


Everyone knows _ the 
story of Bere after high 
school, but during his 
time as a Wildcat, he was 
certainly dominating on 
the mound over multiple 
seasons. He took the ball 


whenever called upon, 
logged innings and was a 
strikeout machine. He was 
named to the Merrimack 


Valley All-Conference 
team as a senior and was 
among the best pitchers 
in the area. 

After high school, he 
attended Middlesex CC 
and was selected by the 
Chicago White Sox in the

Draft. After being select- 


ed, Bere worked his way 
up to the Majors at a 
_ rapid level, and had a ter- 
 rific career, while appear- 


ing in 211 games, includ- 
ing appearing in the play- 
offs and during an All- 
Star game.

NICK BOUTOURES, 2010 


A pitcher/third baseman 
and a_ feared hitter, 
Boutoures strived in big 
moments. During his jun- 
ior year, he went 2-for-2 at 
the plate with a double, 
triple, walk, a run and 
knocked in five RBI in a 6- 
1 state tournament win

A tremendous hitter and 
said to be a “slick field- 
ing” left fielder, Butters 
played all four seasons 
and was extremely consis- 
tent. He was a big part of 
that magical 1977 season, 
helping the team finish 20- 
5 and capture the Eastern 
Mass. Championship after 
playoff wins over Bourne, 
Holbrook, Dom Savio and 
Bridgewater-Raynham 
before losing to Drury. 

During that season he 
finished with a .403 bat- 


ting average with a school 
record (at the time) 25 
hits and 13 RBI. 


JASON EARLY 1993 


There's not too many 


pitchers in WHS history 
who have won ten games 
in a season and the right- 
hander did that as a sen- 
ior, finishing 10-2. 

The right-handed was 
the ace pitcher of the 


league's co-championship 


league title, which includ- 
ed advancing to the sec- 
ond round of the state 
tournament. He collected 
ten of the team's 15 total 
wins on the season. 

The year before as a jun- 
ior, with a deep pitching 
staff, he was instrumental 
in the team's two post- 
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season wins, tossing seven

of relief in the wins over 
Gr. Lawrence and 
Danvers. 


BARRY FOSTER, 1976 


Foster was regarded as 
the best left-handed pitch- 
er in the MVC during his 
career and as Rick Cooke 
once wrote, “Foster is 
capable of blinding many 
teams.” 

No one can forget his 
performance in early 
April of his junior year. 


He went 12 innings and 
struck out 17 in a 17- 


inning 1-0 loss. to 


_ Chelmsford, whose pitch- 


er Chuck Tinell went all 
17 innings, striking out 29 
batters. Foster also tossed 
a 2-0 complete game no- 
hitter over Billerica in his 
final game in a Wildcat 
uniform. 


_ NICK GENNETTI, 2002 


One of the -old-school 
athletes, who truly loved 
the game and loved repre- 
senting Wilmington 
(which is really missing 
these days), Gennetti was 
a three-year starter, who 


wore his heart on his 


sleeve every at bat and 
every pitch while control- 
ling center field and occa- 
sionally pitching. 

He was excellent defen- 
sively and could really 


track everything down. 
On the mound, he battled 
some injuries and some 
inconsistencies, but put 
together some strong per- 
formances. 

It was at the plate where 
he made his mark. In 2001 
as a junior, he had a huge 
triple to secure.the state 
tournament win over 
North Reading. The fol- 
lowing year, the Wildcats 
won three games, but he 
was third in the league in 
hitting with a .391 clip and 
also received the third 
most votes for all-league 
honors. 

He finished that season 
with 34 hits, including four 
triples, which are the 
most in both categories 
from any player in the 
program since he gradu- 
ated. 

He went on to play four 
years at Worcester State, 
which included batting 
.281'as a senior. 


JACKSON GILLIS, 2016 


The most dominating 
left-handed pitcher in the 
'Cats program over the 
last 25 years and certainly 
among those in program 
history. In his senior 
year, he reached 94 miles

per hour on the gun. He 
registered a 4-3 record 
with a 2.93 ERA with 74 
strikeouts in just 43 
innings. As a junior, he 
struck out 69 batters in 39 
innings and sported a 2-4 
record with a 3.04 ERA. 
As a sophomore, he was 
named the Middlesex 
League Freedom Division 
MVP, the. Lowell Sun 
Player of the Year, a 
Boston Globe and Boston 
Herald All-Scholastic, a 
first team selection to the 
Massachusetts and 
ESPN.com/Boston _ all- 
state teams after finishing 
7-2 with an 0.86 ERA with 
102 strikeouts in. 57.1 
innings. He finished his 
career with 16 wins, while 
striking out 307 batters in 
179 innings. 

Gillis was also a terrific 
hitter with six home runs 
and 45 RBI during his 
career. 

After high school, he 
earned a scholarship to 
Vanderbilt University and 
was part of a National 
Championship team. He 
was drafted by the 
Milwaukee Brewers, 
appeared in a few Low-A 
Ball games this past year 
before an injury ended his 
season.

A four-year _ starter 
between pitcher and 
shortstop, Gracia, who is

At the plate, he batted 
333, .312, .291 and .482 


respectively. On the

He was a _ three-time 
league all-star and also

BILLY HARRISON, 1997 


Just a superb athlete - 
incredible speed and agili- 
ty - Harrison was dynam- 
ic on the football field and 
a real steady, consistent 
pitcher/shortstop on the 
diamond. In three of his 
four years on the team, he 
led the team in average, 
hovering around or above 
the .400 mark each time 
and he also led the team 
in stolen bases all four 


years. 

Occasionally he also saw 
time on the mound, and 
during his junior year, he 
had a huge win over 
Reading, one of the top 
teams in the state. 

He was also a dynamite 
football player, and wres- 
tled and is a former TC 
Male Athlete of the Year. 


SEAN KERRIGAN, 1997 


Along with Banda, per- 
sonally I haven't seen 
anyone hit the ball harder 
in my years of covering 
the program. Known for 
making his owh wooden 
bats while in school and 
using them as he didn't 
like aluminum bats, 
Kerrigan, a. third base- 
man, was selected to both 
the Cape Ann League and 
Lowell Sun All-Star teams 
on multiple occasions and 
was among the best play- 
ers in the league and area 
throughout his career. 

Kerrigan also really 


worked on his defense 


mostly playing third - 
sometimes outfield as well 
- which really went unno- 
ticed because he was such 
an elite hitter. 

After high school, he 
went on to have a great 
baseball career at UMass- 
Lowell as an_ outfielder. 
Today he ranks in the top- 
ten all-time in.seven dif- 
ferent single season offen- 
sive categories. He sits 
seventh all-time in dou- 
bles, tenth in runs scored 
and tied for tenth in home 
runs. He was part of two 
teams that reached the 
College World Series. 


KENNY LUONGO, 2004 


One of the more power- 
ful hitters the program 
has had over the last few 
decades, Luongo was a 
pitcher/first baseman/DH 
during his three years as 
a starter. 

He was named to the 
Cape Ann League's All- 
Star team as a junior and 


then All-Conference as a 
senior. He was also named 
to the Lowell Sun All-Star 
team. Luongo finished his 
career at Wilmington with 
a .394 average including 
72 hits, six home runs, 40 
RBI, 21 doubles and a .607 
slugging percentage.

The team has six 
games left on the schedule 
and can qualify for the 
Division 1 state tourna- 
ment one of two ways, 
either winning five-of-

WAKEFIELD - There 
have certainly been some 
growing pains this season 
for the Wilmington High 
Girls Basketball team, as 
a young Wildcats team 
adjusts to playing in the 
rugged Middlesex League.

New projects introduced to Planning Board

WILMINGTON — Two 
new proposed projects were 
introduced to the Planning 
Board during their meeting 
on Tuesday night before 
they considered the Board 
of Appeals case. 

The new projects consist- 
ed of respective site plan 
reviews and stormwater 
management permits for 5 
Cornell Place and 30 Up- 
ton Drive. 

Applicant. Andy Pojasek, 
who presented for 5 Cornell 
Place, explained that their 
intention was to purchase 
and install an eight feet by 


40 feet metal storage con- 


tainer to be placed on top 
of an associated concrete 
pad behind the building. 
The container would be 


filled with unused equip- 


ment and office furniture. 
The board voted to contin- 
ue this item to their next 
meeting. 
The plan for 30 Upton 


Drive was more complicat- | 


ed, as detailed by Devin 
Howe of Beals Associates 
on behalf of applicant Ste- 
phan Albano. It would in- 
volve creating a 46,000 sq ft 
footprint building made up 
of 10 percent office space 
and 90 percent warehouse 
to replace the existing one 
story brick building. 

Doing so would require 
restriping the existing park- 
ing lot, adding additional 
spaces, maintaining current 
curb cuts, and connecting 
into several utility systems. 
They also included two pro- 
posed site entrances and a 
comprehensive landscaping 
plan. 

In studying the traffic im- 
pact, GPI’s Rebecca Brown 
reported that they only 
found up to 12 seconds in 
delay at the intersection of 
Route 125 and. Andover 
Street. She said that they 
believed this could be miti- 
gated with minor signal tim- 
ing modifications. Besides 
that, no significant traffic 


ps 


issues were found, including 
with stopping distances. 

Gingrich recommended 
that the applicant have 
TEC peer review the traffic 
study, to which Howe ag- 
reed. This item was there- 
fore continued to next month. 

The board had no issues 
with the Board of Appeals 
case for a 20 feet by 36 feet . 
garage on 31 Arlene Ave., 
which had already been ap- 
proved by the Conservation 
Commission. The reason 
for the case is that the prop- 
erty falls in the groundwa- 
ter protection district. 

They then voted in favor 
of the draft decisions for 
the parking relief special 
permit at 225 Andover St. 
They earlier tabled the pro- 
posed endorsing of the site 
plan for 154-156 West St. 

Gingrich quickly showed

to complications from in- 
juries sustained from the 
explosion. 


Tewksbury’s Deputy Fire 


Chief, James Morris, was 
taken to St. John’s Hospital 
in Lowell for a skull frac- 
ture as was Tewksbury’s 
Chief William Chandler, 
who had burns over a sig- 
nificant portion of his 
body. Tewksbury lost its 
-Engine 5 to the devastat- 
ing fire, and Engine 4 had 
a burned cab. 

The delivery tanker 
truck that blew was un- 
loading 7,800 gallons of 
LP-G (liquefied petrole- 
um gas) when the fire oc- 


curred, and the explosion. 


later split the tank in 
half, hurling one part of 
the tank more than 200 
feet into woods. 

The other part of the 
tank was found) flattened 
on the ground not far 
from where the truck had 
been parked, according to 
a report in FireEngin- 
nering.com’s archives. 
Accounts of the surround- 
ing woods being on fire, 
turnout coats and gloves 
melting, and a tempera- 
ture gauge on a nearby 
house reaching 150 de- 
grees were also recorded. 

Crash trucks from Hans- 
com Air Force base ar- 
rived with fire-dousing 
foam to put out fires on 
the two fire department 
pumpers. While local de- 
partments responded 
from Wilmington, Biller- 
ica, and Andover, mutual 
aid was ultimately re- 
ceived from 20 communi- 
ties in some form. 

Tewksbury lost the use 
of nearly half of its de- 
partment for many

age and support from the 
surrounding communities 
while the firefighters re- 
cuperated from their in- 
juries. The loss for the 
community was devastat- 
ing. 

Out of the tragedy, much 
was learned about fighting 
natural gas explosions and 
many safety measures 
were developed, both for 
firefighters and for the 
natural gas and propane 
industry. Vapor explosions, 
known as BLEVEs (Boil- 
ing Liquid Expanding Va- 
por Explosions), are re- 


corded and studied now. 
According to former 
Tewksbury firefighter 


Rick Hamm, quoted in a 
2012 Town Crier article, 
“The stuff they gained 
from this fire was unbe- 
lievable. It changed fire- 
fighting.” 

Current Tewksbury Fire 
Chief Joseph Kearns said 
that improved shut. off 
valves were developed for 
the industry, and firefight- 
ing gear is safer now with 
fireproof pants to go along 
with the turnout coats, 
and full boots. Protocols 
for construction of valves, 


including concrete posts. 


to protect a vehicle from 
backing into an unprotect- 
ed intake valve, were im- 
mediately adopted after 
the tragedy. 

Kearns’ father, Ed 
Kearns, was a firefighter 
at the time and reflected 
on that night. 

“I had just gotten home 
when the tones went off,” 
said Kearns, who jumped 
in his car and immediate- 
ly drove down Whipple 
Road to the Center fire 
station on Pleasant Street. 


Kearns’ gear was at the

South fire station, but he | 


wanted to help. Kearns 
climbed into an engine to 
drive it over to the site 
when Chief Chandler, him- 
self in civilian clothing, 
sternly ordered Kearns out 
of the truck. 

“Chief Chandler was in a 
new tweed suit, but he was- 
n’t going to let me go to a 
fire without my gear,” said 
Kearns, who stayed to 
cover the desk and tried to 
field calls about the situa- 
tion. 

At that point, the pro- 
pane truck had not blown, 
and the men were re- 
sponding to the fire in the 
valve. Kearns was told to 
give a second alarm. 
Shortly after that, the ex- 
plosion happened: — 

“The center of town lit 
‘up like it was noontime,” 
said Kearns. 

Calls to the engine went 
unanswered. Captain John 
Cuneo sent a message 
that a massive explosion 
had occurred and to “get 
all the ambulances you 
can get.” Kearns got a 
radio call in from Lowell 
and asked them to send 
out word of what had hap- 
pened and to get every 
available ambulance; 
multiple firefighters were 
down. 

Kearns even recalls 
Harry Patterson, a Hel- 
vetia Street resident, run- 
ning over to the station to 
help. 

“Harry would relieve the 
firefighters on the desk so 
they could go fight fires,” 
said Kearns. 

As it turns out, Patter- 
son’s grandson is now 
Dracut’s fire chief, Chief 
Richard Patterson. 


Kearns - recalled that, 
when his colleagues re- 
turned to the Center 
Station, many sat in si- 
lence. Firefighter Bob 
Fowler came in with his 
hat, burned turnout gear, 
and just shook his head. 
As Kearns recalls, the 
exterior of Fowler’s coat 
was gone, leaving him 
only protected by an 
inner layer. According to 
Fowler in a 1972 inter- 
view, his gloves were 
steaming, the fire had 
been so hot. 

Kearns learned that 
Chandler was taken to the 
hospital with burns. 

“He saved my life,” said 
an emotional Kearns. 
“Jimmy Morris’ was 
blown into the woods and 
landed head first on a 
boulder, suffering a se 
vere skull fracture.” 

McAllister was burned 
and succumbed to his 
injuries. Tony Alves, a 
photographer from the 
Lowell .Sun, was able to 
snap a picture as the 
explosion happened be- 
fore being tossed by the 
impact. According to 
Kearns, Cuneo was ap- 
pointed interim chief 
while Chandler recuper- 
ated. 

TFD Lt. Christina Mer- 
rill feels it is important 
for current members of 
the department to always 
remember the tragedy. 

“It had such an impact, 
it’s important for us to 
keep it fresh in our 
minds,” said Merrill. | 

Merrill said the explo- 
sion is even mentioned at 
the Massachusetts Fire 
Fighting Academy during 
training. Merrill said 


the department conducts 
yearly tours of the gas 
facility now and has a 
strong partnership with 
them. 

“They are the experts, 
and we are there to sup- 
port their work,” said 
Merrill, noting that many 
upgrades have occurred 
to the facility and Na- 
tional Grid keeps the de- 
partment apprised. 

The Tewksbury Fire 
Department has consis- 
tently recognized the 
event. A 40th anniversary 
memorial plaque was 
placed at the South Fire 
Station, and services at 
the Oblates Novitiate 
House on Chandler Street 
paid homage to the fallen 
in 2012. Fowler, now a 
retired captain, has par- 
ticipated in the remem- 
brances consistently. 

“God bless the men and 
women who put their 
lives on the line daily to 
protect our cities and 
towns,” said Fowler at the 
40th anniversary memori- 
al service. 

This year, however, de- 
spite it being the 50th 
anniversary, the recogni- 
tion will be small and pri- 
vate. Chief Kearns is not 
having a public memorial 
due to the pandemic. 

“Out of an abundance of 
caution, we are not going 
to have a service or gath- 
ering,” said Kearns. 

There are plans for a 
memorial display in the 
new Center Fire Station, 
including photographs and 
the fire box from that 
night, which is in Kearns’ 
office now. Thank you to 
our first responders. 
Tewksbury will not forget.
